JeftOTSon Parish Sheriffs Office, Crotna, Louisiana, advised 
on P*y ft, 1968, that Ceracl, whoso homo address w<s 2201 
Greon Aries Road, Motalrle, Louisiana, In 1965, ran awav 
Irc.m his rosidence on April 20, 1965. Goract, in fac‘ was 
under psychiatric ticument. He affiliated with Cubirs who 
woj e aiiti—Fldel Castro in their political out look. 
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Philip Geracl , Jr., of the above add^'css and tho lather 
of Geraci, 111, advised on May 5, 1965, that the family physician 
had placed his son on tranquilizers and ordered him to receive 
psychiatric treatment. He recalved this treatment at the Tulane 
University Medical School In Now Orleans. Geracl, III, was to 
havo had an ap]X)intmont with his psychiatrist cn Afill 20, 1965, 
tho day ho ran away Iroro heme, and may have run away because he 
thought he might bo conunitted for psychiatric tr»:)atment. 

On May 29, 1965, Deputy Sheriff Borne advis^id that 
Ceraci, III, had boon arrested at Jackson, Minsisslppl, and 
released to his parents in Metairie, Louisiana, in order that 
he be committed privately to an insano asylum. 

Op July 30, 1965, Geracl, Ill's, parents had hJnt 
prlvatolv co3r*^lttcd to the State Hospital at M^ndevlllo, 
J/'uisl^ra, lor treaf.nent. He hod been diagnosed ujth 
schizophrenia reaction with obsessive conpulsivo foaturos 
and with the recomnendation for further evaluation and treat- 
moot. 

.* Cerecl, III was interviewed by Bureau Agopts cn 

Novomber 29, 1963, concerning his moeti^'.g Leo H.^rvey O-^ald 
at the Casa Rcca on August 5, 1963. Inlormatipa lurnisnod 
by Geracl paralleled Information regarding this Inoldont as 
furnished by Carlos Brlnguler, above. Geyaci staled that he 
and his companion talked to Oswald for approxlma toly ten tc 
fifteen minutes concerning various guerilla tactics,, flreairms 
and other subjects. Geracl stated, during this Jot^ovlow, 

• fhal he could not recall Oswald discussing Marxis**\, 

Communism or any other political philosophy at this tJi^e. 

Geracl added that he had no further contact with O-^wald 
other than that one incident. 
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
